Replying to charges by 
Councilman Victor Benstead 
that foreign reinforced steel 
was being used in the project, 
Lambie said a check by his 
engineers, the architect, the 
testing laboratories, and the 
contractor showed that the 
steel came from the Southwest 
Steel Rolling Mills of Los An­ 
geles and the Judson Steel Co. 
of San Jose.

T li e specifications for all 
country projects require that 
domestic products and not 
foreign materials be used, 
lyambie said.
